ing to official word received by his 
relatives. 
Faull enlisted 
in

overseas 
service

years ago and has seen active ser­ 
vice in France. 
Although the mes­ 
sage received by Faull’s sister, Mrs. 
Earl 
Addison

Charlottesville, 
does not give any details, it is pre­ 
sumed that he was in the trenches 
when he whs overcome. 
Faull wa)s 
unofficially 
reported 
killed on November 8, but the later 
m essage which 
has just been re­ 
ceived and which is official, states 
that he was overcome by poisonous 
gas on November 8 and is now in 
the first field hospital.

So ruling, he, in his opinion, can do 
no wrong. 
'His 
lights are to 
him 
bounded and circumscribed only by 
his own desires. 
That those desires 
relate his own glory and that of his 
close following, 
there can 
be no 
doubt. 
The masses of the German 
people have been dazzled by the glit 
tering display of militarism and the 
bright promises held out to them in 
the event of victory, but the radi­ 
ance of those visions is fading, and 
soon they will pass away, leaving 
the German people to face the cold­ 
ly material fact of defeat. 
Fortu­ 
nate will they be when if they can 
grasp the extent of the unwoithi- 
ness of the cause in which they have 
been fighting. 
But among the allied peoples the 
knowledge that they are fighting to 
preserve the 
highest and 
noblest 
phases of life, takes deeper root as 
the conflict progresses. 
Their vicr 
tory must be, they fully realize, a 
victory over materialism, und ma­ 
terialism 
of the 
erashe-t 
kind. 
They have no dream» of world em­ 
pire—simply a consuming desire to 
live their own lives

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Poor Seed Lowers Tuber Yield 
A twenty bushel per acre reduc­ 
tion in Indiana’s potato yield r e s u l t ­ 
ed from the use of poor seed this 
year, according to figures collected 
by the Bureau of C rop 
Estimates. 
Government aid has been solicited 
to improve the situation next season 
bv locating 
suitable seed 
sto c k s 
next spring. 
Indications are 
that 
this assistance will be given. 
This matter was discussed at a 
recent meeting at Indianapolis, of 
the Indiana seed stock committee, 
which is working under the direction 
of the Fni'ted States department of 
agriculture, the state committee on 
good production and 
conservation 
and the State Council of Defense. 
This seed stock committee and the 
food cominittele instructed Profes- 
or G. I. Christie, who is at the hea< 
of both, to take the matter up with 
the officials at Washington while h< 
was there last week and sevure aid 
if possible. 
Word from Professor 
Christie would indicate that the aid 
will be given. 
Growers who have large amount 
of especially good seed stock 
are 
asked to aid in the work by holding 
this stock for seed and by notifying 
the chairman of the vegetable sub­ 
committee of the Indiana Seed Stock 
'Committee as to 
the quantity 
of 
suitable seed stocks they have on 
hand and their freedom from dis­ 
ease. If a sufficient quantity of seed 
can be located.in a given community 
an effort will be made to send an 
inspector 'to that place to go over 
the situation with the growers. 
Information relative to this move­ 
ment and stocks of seed should be 
sent to Laurenz Greene, Lafayette, 
who is chairman 
of the sub-com­ 
mittee.

lain said an 
Illinois 
woman asked 
him. 
‘‘No, they eat from a trough,’’ 
he 
declared, ridiculing the idea that a 
person should ask such a question. 
Chaplain 
Anderson 
said 
the 
morals of the navy 
were ju st as 
high as those of the young men of 
Indiana, or possibly higher. He said 
'these facts had been proved by in­ 
vestigations 
in 
various 
cities 
throughout the United States. Chap­ 
lain Anderson said the division be­ 
tween the enlisted man and the offi­ 
cer in the navy was not so marked 
as in the army because they all live 
togther on the ship like a big com­ 
munity. 
Chaplain 
said, 
however, 
th a t there 
was no insubordination 
and that the first thing a navy man 
learned was 
discipline. 
He 
also 
showed how the use of alcohol im­ 
paired the efficiency 
of the navy 
men and the 
penalties 
which are 
imposed on men who use it. 
“ It is little wonder we answered 
the call of our allies as the call of 
‘Come over into M acedonia and help 
us,’’ 
continued Chaplain Anderson 
at the night meeting after which he 
Went through 
the pages of history 
and traced sim ilar incidents in 
the 
lives of nations. 
In touching 
on 
the time of Abraham Lincoln, 
he 
said: 
“Lincoln stands as the con­ 
ception of God in his time, the God 
who protected our nation. With his 
pen, he made the statem ent that set 
our country a century in advance 
of its time.” 
In speaking of the makers of our 
nation, he characterized 
the Pil­ 
grim s in saying, “The finest souls 
of England landed on our shores in 
the name of God. 
The nation was 
founded in the 
name 
of God and 
peopled by a people who came for 
the right of freedom. 
Con rider the 
statecraft and see if in ideal, if not 
in a practical way, it was carried 
out with the aim of Christian cit­ 
izenship. 
The 
basis fo r thi> prin­ 
cipal was laid in the sermon on the 
mount. 
“The Belgians 
bow 
to our flag, 
the Chinese look to our country as 
the ideal of liberty, the people 
of 
India gaze tow ard 
it as paradise. 
We have had 
failures 
but, thank 
God, through it all men have fought 
for this flag and have kept it above 
all failure. The flag has been lifted 
•by th'e hand of God and honored by 
man.” 
In completing 
his 
address, 
the 
chaplain made plain the great help 
of God in this conflict, but the help 
came only 
on 
the 
condition that 
America do her part. 
In graphically picturing the hor­ 
rors of war as conducted 
by 
the 
Germans and showing the principals 
that were included in German cul­ 
ture, he made plain the rightfulness 
of America’s stand.

Continued From F if i 1 
cerg have been instructed th at they 
will be liable to punishment if they 
compel 
custom ers 
to 
purchase a 
given amount of groceries in order 
to get a certain quantity of sugar. 
There is one exception to this or­ 
der. Grocers may compel customers 
to buy two pounds of cornmeal to 
every pound 
of sugar 
purchased. 
This ig allowed to stim ulate the use 
of Nil gar purchased.

substitutes and conserve the wheat 
supply. 
Dr. B arnard has instructed 
his 
official staff, including 
food 
and 
drug inspectors, county food adm in­ 
istrators, inspectors of weights and

cities, to be on guard against the 
“little fellow with big ideas,” 
who 
insists on taking more than a fair 
profit from his trade. 
A fair pro­ 
fit will be calculated on a basis of 
prices th at 
prevailed yprior to the 
w ar time schedule, and the only lee­ 
way that will be countenanced will 
be upon a basis of a possible small 
difference in over-head cost of do­ 
ing business, which 
might 
be ex­ 
plained by physical location of the 
grocery, cost of service 
or some 
other peeularity, 
For the most 
part

retail 
trade has taken kindly to the food 
adm inistration’s 
program. 
No 
a r­ 
rests have been made in the state, 
but warnings have been given in a 
number of instances, which will not 
lie repeated. 
An executive 
order 
establishing 
the retailers’ relation 
to 
the new 
food control law, 
stipulating pro­ 
fits at “a fair margin above actual 
cost” has been issued by Dr. B ar­ 
nard.

order 
is very definite 
and “means to sell the controlled 
items on a basis of normal and rea- 
onable advance 
over 
the actual 
cost without regard to market con­ 
ditions or today's market value.” 
Following is the executive order 
of Dr. B arnard, which is being dis­ 
tributed through the Indiana State 
Council of Defense in order that the 
inform ation may

Indianapolis:

palm oil or copra oil. 
Oleomargarine, lard, lard substi- 
tues, olio oil or cooking fats. 
Milk, butter or cheese. 
Condensed, evaporated! or pow­ 
dered milk. 
Fresh, canned or cured beef, pork 
or mutton. 
Poultry or eggs. 
Fresh or frozen fish. 
Fresh fruits or vegetables. 
Canned: peas, dried beans, torna- 
oes, <'orn, salmons or sardines.
